Do not have' c'aTpets swept any oftener than 
is absolutely necessary. After dinner sweep 
the crumb's into a dusting pan with your 
hearth brush ; and if you have beensewin<r 
pick up the shreds by hand; A carpet can 
be kept very neat in (his way and a broom 
wears it very much. 


Ifyou happen to live in a house which 


has marble fire-places, never wash them 
with suds ; this destroys the polish in time. 
They should be dusted ; the spots taken off 
with a nice oiled clothj and then rubbed 
dry with a soft rag. 


If feather beds smell badly of become 


heavy, from want of proper preservation of 
the feathers or from old age, empty them 
and wash the feather's thoroughly in a tub 
of suds ; spread them in your garret to dry,- 
and they will be as light and good as new\ 


Ifyou have a strip of land, do not throw 


away suds. Both ashes and suds are good 
manure for bushes and voung plants. 


After the last of May or first of June, the 


little' millers which lay moth^eggs begin to 
appear. Therefore brush all your" woollens 
and pack them away in a dark place cover- 
ed with linen. Pepper, red-cedar chip?, 
tobacco—indeed almost any strong spicy 
smell is g'ood to keep moths out of your 
chests and drawers. But nothing is as 
good as camphor. 
Sprinkle your woollens 


with camphorated spirit, and scatter pieces 
of camphor-gum among them, and you will 
never be troubled with moths. 


Ifyou have a greater quantity of cheese* 


in the house than is likely to be soon used, 
ccrer them carefully with paper, fastened 
on with flour paste, so as to exclude the air. 
They should be kept in a dry, cool place. 
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If yon fall into any great misfortune, dis- 


engage yourself as well as you can. Creep 
through those bushes which have the fewest 
briars.
